DEBATE OF UNUSUAL 1NTEKKST 


New Phases of the Cuban Question. 


Tilt Between Hoar and 


Sherman. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—The crowds 


which tilled the senate galleries today 
in anticipation of an exciting Cuban de* 
bate were not disappointed. Today two 
new phases of the question made their 
appearance and each afforded a debate 
which croused senators and spectators 
to a higit state of interest and excite- 
ment; 


Lodge of Massachusetts arose to a 


•question of personal privilege, and in, 
vigorous words rebuked the Spanish 
minister, Senor De Lome, for hifl criti- 
cisms of senators, Senator Teller added 
his opinion that a repetition of the min- 
ister's action should be followed by hie 
dismissal. 


Mr. Chandler, Republican of New 


Hampshire, alao thought the Spanish 
minister had been guilty of an impro- 
priety. Hie references, said Chandler, 
were offensive. 


"I desire to say," interposed Morgan, 


"that the Spanish minister misquotes 
what 1 said on the Door of the eenate." 
"That illustrates the point I desired 


to make," continued Chandler, proceed- 
ing to quote Senor De Lome's references 
to our war of the rebellion. It was un- 
seemly, he said, for the Spanish minis- 
ter to have written such a communica- 
tion. It could not bo countenanced. 
This was entirely too much an attempt 
at outside interference or advice. lie 
referred to the cabled utterances of Min- 
ister CasteHo and the President of the 
council of Spanish ministers. 


Mr. Hale then took the lloor. lie was 


not prepared, he said, to yield one jot 
from the position he took yesterday and 
expressed satisfaction he had been able 
to obtain from an official source ouch a 
temperate reply to the inflammatory 
utterances against Spain, which were 
without any official' foundationi what- 
ever. He commended the conciliatory 
tone uf the Spanish minister, who, he 
said, had observed all tha courtesies of 
the human language. With regard to 
the neu oral question aa to the propriety 
of men in high oflicial station express- 
ing their views, he declared that the 
press of today Lad invaded realms not 
dreamed of thirty years ago. Great 
men did not hesitate to make known 
their opinions, not only on literary 
questions, but on vital questions of in- 
ternational 
comity. He cited (Jlad- 


etone'a expression on the Venezuelan 
question. 
Lodge, who had opened the discussion, 


again not the floor, and agreed that this 
eort of debate over the utterance of a 
representative of the foreign government 
waa unseemly, but he protested that the 
matter had not been brought into the 
eenate by him. But as the foreign min- 
ister'e words, charging that he had been 
imposed upon "maliciously and fraudu- 
lently!'were read here, he thought he 
should reply. Hu had shown that the 
Spanish minifltur'a statement was false. 
He had no fault to find with the olo- 
quunt defense of Hie Spanish minister, 
but even a United States senator was 
entitled to some rights. [Laughter.] He 


Morgan pointed out that hie etate-

He pro- 
eeded to argue that congress was med- 
liug too much in diplomacy and it wae 


meddling without auv information as to 
cts. 
"How would you get information 


rom tbe inaccessible quarters of Cuba," 
asked Morgan. 


"Wiltwe act without information be- 
auee we cannot get 
information?"

Morgan raised another laugh" by aak- 


ng Hoar where he got his information 
n which he urged such energetic action 
i to Armenia.

Hoar asked that it go over until to* 


morrow, as he waa iu poor health and 
did not feel able to speak on the resolu- 
tion today. 
Sherman was quickly on hia feet, his 


face showing much feeling, and hia Voice 
great earnestness. 


"I shall objeot to that resolution at all 
stages," said he. "I regard it aa a re- 
flection on the committee of foreign re- 
lations. After more than a month ol 
discussion, after overwhelming votes in 
both brancbea of congress, tbe resolu- 
tion ie brought here sending the subject 
back to tbe committee on foreign rela- 
tions. I will most decidedly object." 


There was a snap to the words of 


Sherman which left no doubt of their 
earnestness. The two venerable benators, 
Sherman and Hoar, stood aide by aidol 
their desks adjoining, and tbe colloquy 
proceeded at ahort range. 
Hoar expressed great surprise thai 


the Ohio senator should object to grant 
ing usual courtesy toaaenalor. "Th( 
senator from Ohio is a man of penetra 
tion, of great scientific attainments.' 
answered Hoar,' "but I doubt whether 
he basso mastered science as to pene 
trate my braia and ascertain 
motives in offering this resolution." 


Hoar aaid his only purpose in iirgini 


this resolution waa to call attention tc 
eomo new practices growing up in deal 
ing with grave foreign questions. In 
stead of having effective action by th 
legislative and executive brancbea, th 
legislative branch proceeded alone in a 
concurrent resolution to express an in 
effective opinion. It was all a mootet 
queation. Let congress act with th 
Preaident and let tbe I'reaident act wit? 


Sherman again interrupted, but Hoa 


waved him aaide with emphasis, to tb 
great amueoment of senators and the j 
crowded gallorics. Hoar insisted on 
making hia explanation without inter- 
ruption, to tb« suggestion of the Ohio 
eenator tbat.an attack had been made 
on tbe committee on foreign relations. 
A very grave foreign question was be- 
fore the eenate. It waa a question that 
was BO grave that the senator (Morgan) 
who reported the Cuban resolutions, 
eaid he would lay hie awo. d before the 
aenate and Spain was at liberty to tnko 
it up. Hoar was interrupted 
from

nd cable cars on routes not exceeding 
wenty milea in length. 
Mr. Pickler, Republican of South Da- 
ata, inquired why in the face of euch a 
ifttement from the department a requie- 
e eum bad not been provided. Mr. 
oud, chairman of the poetoflice com- 
nittee, replied that tbe letter had not 
wen laid before the committee. 


Why," asked Mr. Pickler, "was this 


ndigeated bill brought before tbe 
ouaeV" 
It had been rumored, he stated, that 
Here had been wide difference of opin- 
on in the committee. It had been eaid 
hat.the chairman bore down on tbe 
ommittee on many occasions and had 
ucceeded m carrying hia point. Mr. 
,011 d replied that this was utterly fulee 
nd Mr. Oiiden, Democrat o! Louisiana, 
ntercd a protest against Mr. PIckler'a 
tatementa. Tbe provision relating to 
lie methods of transporting mail by 
treet cars, and providing for free car- 
ying by letter carriers on the streetcars 
vas stricken out.

Ar. Crisp termed tins action of the 
ilmirmun of thu committee "a complete 
lovelty." He called attention lo the 
act that the bill of last year contained 
be provision for the special mail facili- 
,mn from NP.W York to New Orlf'iins. 


Mr. llinghain, Republican of Pennsyl-

It 
came up in this manner: President 
Arthur R. Briggs announced that the 
New York Chamber of Commerce had 
declared in favor of monometallism and 
iad invited all tbe commercial bodies in 
,be United States to indorse tbe action. 


vas» suggested that, if the FresuD 


chamber were practically unanimous for 
:>r againat tbe position taken by the 
New York chamber, It would not be 


!B to say HO. But it soon became 


apparent that there was no unanimity. 


Louis Gundeltinger moved that the 


money question be made the subject for 
special consideration at the next meet- 
ng, and C. H. Markhum seconded tbe 
motion. 


Alex Goldstein aaid the question, is 


me of great importance, but it was not 
uet the thing to discuss it in a body 
composed of all political parties met to- 
gether for. business.

H. Kelly suggested that the Fresno 
packers ought to be invited to attend 
the dinaiBsion. Then came the request 
that the invitation be extended to grow- 
ers. Mr. Reich man and Captain Oolson 
opposed having either packers or grow- 
ers invited, not because their presence 
would not bo appreciated, but because 
tho mutter was ono for discussion by tbe 
cbambur only. Jf tho chamber is to 
agree on a plan for handling ruisine, it 
is not desirable that the antagonistic 
elements of grower and packer be pros- 


it to pull in opposilo directions. 
The majority of tho members took tbe 


same view, and it was agreed that the 
chair appoint a committee from mem- 
bore of the chamber, three growers and 
two not growers, to formulate a plan 
which will be presented to the executive 
committee within two weeks. Tho ex- 
ecutive committee will then call a meet- 
ing nf the Chamber of Commerce and 
submit tbe plan for adoption, rejection 
or amendment.

JUDGE AND JURY. 


The opinion recently rendered by tlie 


California supreme court in the caie of 
tho people against Obrietian Knutte is 
of more than ordinary interest. In thu 
Cftte the evidence against Knutte was 
piwented in a superior court, and, 
without waiting for tho evidence for tbe 
defendant, the judge ordered the jury to 
retire and bring in a verdict of acquittal. 
Inntead, the jury brought in a verdici 
fioding Knutte guilty. The judge set 
the verdict aside and ordered » nev 
trial. From this order an appeal wai 
taken to the eupreme court. In its de 
cision that court says: 


"While it IB the exclusive province of 


the jury to find the facts, it IB neverthe- 
leee one of the most important require 
mentB of the trial judge to see to it tha 
this function of the jury IB intelligently 
and justly exercised. The judge b» 
the witnesses before him_ and * * J 
an equal opportunity with thejury tc 
observe the manner of the witnesses 
the character of their testimony and to 
judge of their credibility and to dis 
cover their motives. He ought to be 
satieBed that tbe evidence aa a whole 
was Bufficient to sustain the verdict. J 
be was not, it was not only the proper 
exenlMof a legal discretion,but a duty 
to grant a new trial, ^r doea it affec 
the question that the evidence in tbe 
case may have a legal tendency to prov 


sbHebeT beyond a reasonable doubt, 


and while there may be some evidence 
to support each fact this does not signify 
that it is necessarily such as to sansiy 
the conscience of the judge that a case 
is made which warrants conviction. 


The court says further that "in the 


exercise of tbat power he should always 
satisfy himself tbat the evidence, as a 
whole, is sufficient to sustain thever- 
diet found, and if in his eound judgment 
itdoes not he should unhesitatingly ear 
fio aud set the verdict aside." 
discretio 


We respectfully submit that this de- winds, 


cision makes of a jury an expensive and 
useless luxury. It is a pretty play> 
thing, the only object o[ which would 
appear to be to make the people think 
that the right of trial by their peers 
still remains to them. It would be hard 
to imagine a broader farce than .this of 
twelve men solemnly Bitting in a jury 
bos. and playing that they have to de- 
cide the guilt or innocence of some 
prisoner, while all the time one man, 
other than any of them, really decides 
the question. 
They mutt be born 


humorists who can play Bo amusing a 
same and never smile at the appearance 
they present as they bring iu a verdict 
which may mean somelhinc or nothing, 
as a judge shall decide. For it matters 
not though "the evidence in the case 
may have a legal tendency to prove all 
the material facts," the judje may 
brush it to one side, with the jury's 
verdict, if he so pleases. 


' 
Clearly this decision it based on the 


Bupposition that the opinion ol one av- 
erage judge is better than that of twelve 
average jurors. Poisibly the supposi- 
tion is well founded, bat if tbil be the 
case, let us in conalfitency'a name cast 
ulde the flimsy pretence tbat we have a 
jury system and leave it to our judges to 
do directly, what they may now do by 
indirection, decide both law and Iact« of 
all cases. Thie play that we do some- 
thlne which we do not become, mon- 
otonous. The cause of good govern- 
ment is not helped by Buch pretenses. 


Withal, the play ia too expensive; 


more than consistency urges that we 
have done with it. The jury eyetem 
costs the people a vast sum of money. 
If it be as useful as it purports to be, 
then we need not Btop to weigh its ex- 
pense, but if it is morely a form in 
which there is no vitality; if it is but a 
pretence of doing a thing in a certain 
way which in reality ie done in another 
way, then the Booncr the corpse ol the 
jury system is buried, the better. We 
cannot afford to pay 60 much lor a ghost 
from the past. 


These remarks, it will be understood, 


are applicable only so lar as judges 
really do the work which juries but pre- 
tend to do. Concerning the question 
whether the opinion ol one judge really 
is better than that of twelve laymen, 
this, perhaps, is a point whereon judges 
and laymen would differ. 


II the supreme court's decision ia good 


law— i.e. it that honorable body does not 
reverse itself before long—this question 
of judges and jurisa and their powers 
will need attention from the legislature.

Secretary Spencer opened proceedings 
y reading* the plan submitted by the 
ackers at the last meeting and one 
ibuiitted by the cooperatives. The 
Rowing is the plan submitted by the 
tter through W. F. Forsey: 


To the executive committee of the 


ne Hundred Thousand club of Fresno 
ounty. 
"Gentlemen :— In reply to your re* 
leat to give you an outline of a plan 
hich we believe would be acceptable to 
le cooperative companies, whereby a 
ystem could be inaugurated to abeo- 
itely control the crop of raising, and 
..ill not be injurious to the different 
ommission packers which -are now in 


market, we beg to submit tbe fol- 
'ing : 
In the first place, it would be well to 


nelly review the situation as we find 
. For instance, take a grower today. 


'. he has a large vineyard he either 
lires men by the day, or lets the con- 
tact to some man. to prune hie vine- 
ard ; pays him for the work done and 
IB man has no further hold on him or 
is crop. Or, if he has a amall vine* 
ard of his own, ho does his work him- 
elf. In a similar manner we would 
ken the packing ot raisins. For in- 
lance, a man does not care to pack his 
wn goods individually, or to take them 
) any cooperative packer, eo he takes 
uem to the commission pucker aud has 
hem packed at a certain specified price, 
nd when they are packed borrows 
uoney from a central organizationf if be 
eeds it, and pays the commission 
acker for the work done. Tbe com- 
niesion packer then has no further con- 
rol over those goods, or like the smaller 
len, the co-operative companies or in- 
ividuala, pack their own goods, turn 
liem under the control of a central aa- 
ociation.and receive credit for the eunie 
tte of packing as the couimieeion 
icker hail received. In nnch a manner 


this it can be readily seen that the 


entral association would control the 
node ready for market without being 
n any way hampered by any Bet of 
ackers. 
!Tbe reason that we are willing to 
ee to this plan is that we recognize 


lie fact that a great number of our 
rowers are in very straitened tftiancial 
ircuniataucea; and as a largo number 
vill be undoubtedly forced to obtain 
loney from the commission packer for 
he purpose of harvesting their crops, 
we believe that it is possible to agree 
ipon an organization that, while elinii- 
iating the cnmutisaion packer from the 
ontrbl, will bo of value to the raisin in* 
"uetry. And as the following plan does 
tot in any war injure the packing com- 
anies we are willing to do all in our 
tower to assist, should the Hundred 
'houaand Club decide to act on our sug- 
gestion.

sfttiou or corporation to luivo n contract 
Irawu up which would absolutely bind 
be (.-rower to deliver lite Kooda to some 
lacking house that waa under contract 
vith the corporation to be packed under 
nHtructione of the corporation, agreeing 
o advance, when the goods are packed, 
! centa a pound, reserving the cost o 
Mr.kiim from thin amount, tbe balance 
o be paid as soon ae tho goods wore 
sold. Then to divide tho crop, say once 
every fifteen or thirty daye, and then aa 
soon aa these goode weru sold prorate 
tbe balance among tbe people in propor- 
tion to the quantity and quality of thei- 
;rmt, 
'Also it would bo necoBBiry to hay 
ironclad Contract with all thu pack 


ere, both individual, commission nnd co 
operative, binding them to not puck way 
raiaina for any person unless they wen 
meinuore of thia central corporation 
and furthermore, binding them to de 
liver over all goods to the central corpor 
atiou aa eoon aa packed upon the pay 
ment of the regular schedule packing 
charges. This, as you will aee, place 
tbe goods as eooiraa they are packed ii 
the hands of thia central organization. 


"Tbe directors of this corporation 


must be selected by the growers, and we 
would miggeet that It be from amon 
tbe bankers of this valley, picking ou 
men who are known1 to he iree from an) 
sympathy toward any claoa of packers 
and men who will deal honeatly an 
fairly with all parties concerned. Thee 
directors could then select their man 
acerB, and it would bo advisable, w 
think, to have a man who would not b 
in any way connected with tbe raieir 
business in Freano county. 


"We do. not mean by that a ma 


who has no knowledge of tbe ratal 
buaiueaw, especially in tbe selling i 
raieine, but one who baa nut been close) 
connected with any kind of packin 
house here. 


"Under this plan the individual pack 


er, the coomiieaiou packer and the co 
operative packer are eimply a factor i 
the raisin business for the purpose o 
preparing the gooda for the market, th 
same aa the pruner or handler of raiait 
in the field, and after the gooda are i 
shape for market, they are controlled b 
a central association which ia entire! 
free from tbe influence of the commie 
aion packer, they receive a legitimat 
price for their labor, which sllowa then 
a certain profit upon the money invea 
ed in their plant; alao allows them ' 
make advances to tho growers, and I 
assured that these advances would l> 
repaid immediately upon the delivery < 
the gnorto to the order of the centr 
association.

'In regard to capital, we have been 
iured that wo can have a million dol- 
_a if we need it, providing such, an or- 
nkation is formed, composed of, and 
ntrolling 90 per cent of the growers of 
ia valley. Because with 90 per cent of 
e growers controlled in thia manner, 
nd the packers also controlled, we 
mid place a certain value on raisiua, 
lereaa today it ie utterly impossible to 
ace any value whatever on any grade 
raieine, owing to the fact that nearly 
ery packer has a different price. Such 
plan, as this would meet with our in> 
Teeraent nnd co-operation, but we are 
ot prepared to join a corporation while 
e control is in the hands of tbe com- 
ission packers, as we believe that it 
uet be m the hands of the growers to 
er be a success, for the. simple reason 
at the growers will never unanimously 
dorse any plan whereby the coiniuia* 
on packers are liable to obtain control 
tbe same. We earnestly hone tbat 
e One Hundred Thouaan.l Club of 
resno may outline some such plan as 
wve suggested, and we believe that it 
ill be possible by guaranteeing that 
e goods would notnebleaa than 2 cents 
tbe sweat box to obtain tbe requisite 
per cent. And while we will not neg- 
ct our own business, yet we will do all 
our power to assist any such plan as 
>ove outlined. 
"While we are willing to placo our 
x>da in the hands of an association 
anaged by tbe bankers,weberewith beg 
state that under no condition would 
e he willing to place our goods in the 
ands of a corporation in any way cpn- 
olled or governed hy the commission 
ackers.

W. IX Grady enlivened the meeting 


n stating Ills experience tbe past year 
with the commission packer. Ho con* 


gned eighty-four tons of raisinn ant: 
ia rJ'urns showed him to bo in debt to 
ie firm to tbe amount of $85!). Mr 
rady favored an organisation of tbe 
rowers and an entire absolution from 
lie commission men. 
At this point Messrs. Goldstein nnd
